The excitt-inpiit at Mvceixis is;,'iont 
liiinilrods of pi'onlo w('i-<> preneiit wlion 
the rofli-cut toiui)s wore opened and tlio 
troasiiroa l)i-i)uyht t i li,<nt, one after tho 
olhor. Tho (lici-lc ( luvt'i-iiiiiont, liars 
thought it propel- to unlcr the (i^.voruor 
of tho Proviucu to 1';' piivseul, and the 
Governor has recjuiri'd ilui proscuue of 
two more olHoials from Atueiis. Ail ihii 
causes troulMn and dehiy. and Dr. Scblio- 
miiiiu huH i.o easy task with bia navvies, 
aud plioio<,'rai)lit?rf<, and ofDi-'als, and ^lov- 
crr.o.-3 -all liiizziug iiboiii liis treniilica.

"I give few extracts from his last let-

" "You will soon reo(!ivo a more com 
plefe report; bnt, in ihi> nn'iinti[ue,n fore 
taste of what is to ooino may bo agreeabiti 
la the same tomb of which I wrote to yon 
in my last letter, 1 liavo ju-t discovoied 
-what I take to be tlic skeleton of a woman, 
judging irorn the suiiill I 'vth and tho fe- 
male oinanientH with wliR-li tiio lioiiea 
wore covered. The two eariin^^H are rich 
lrea*tire8 in tlieniselves. There wers 
besides pondanti of precious slonds(red) ; 
hundreds of large and small leaves of 
gold, every one entirely cove'ied with 
spiral orDaincnts and crcle'. Wlion. af- 
ter having dii^; out mount tins of enrtli, I 
began lo remove the sIoium and rnhliinh 
of tho lower layer, I struck on the larye 
gilded silver cow head (m'c) with two 
golden hornuB, one largo * * of gold 
with a pigeon on eaob handle (wbj does 
not think of Nestor's cup ?) tbree , . 
with only onn Imndli', an 1 an enormous 
Tft?:e of pure gold, rielily orniment-d I 
found al)out 200 g dd buttons, very large, 
and splendully in-raved, an imiueiise 
golden • ■ richly oi'uuui' iit -d, whi^h 
I tirat mistook for a bo'.t, umu hilver va- 
ses, one or more of them gilduil. i n >ery 
large ves-sels i f bronze. Ail thia wa-- 
found before hardly one third of the 
tomb had hoen emptied. Tho I ones ivliicli 
I found are like luu bonoi of giants, of 
extaraordinary i^i/.e, and the teeth vpry 
largo. There were iMi.so tn tiieni two 
large heaps of laucea and swords of 
brooze. Many bwouIs showed the re 
mains of wooden handler, ornamented 
•with innumerabio gold ]iin-<. . . The 
handle of one sword was entiiclv of ;,'M. 
There is no end to smaller ohje ta, all of 
gold, wliieh had been seat 'ercd over tho 
richly-embrolderiul chit he.-, of the Uojal 
deceased. For inalancf, a uuui with a 
pigeon OJ his bead, a feiihurse, a lion, & 
man whose phybio^^nouiy n hi iubleu the 
Medusa which j'er-eus kills on one of tho 
ban-reliefs at Seliiiuiii, two warriors fight- 
ing, i:c. lleie an epoch of art fu!]y 
recovered which vv.it* liiiiieriD h.irdiy 
known except by the thiee fr^v. s in the 
IJritlHli Mii.seiini. 1 he tomb i ■ the loiub 
which tho lindiii'iii of the ancienlsa'-isinn- 
ed to the . . to Cas^aiidia, to Eur.v- 
medon, anil their companions.

They are still des- 
ignated sea bys aHt rt)iu)n)i;rn for con- 
vunioiico nako, IniL are known to he 
notliiii;jf bill vast plains henuueil in, in 
H lino ciiscH, by hdiy, nii; i !!,,,uii- 
taius. Wheu exaiuined ihrjuyii iho 
tuleacopo some of these pluiiif a green- 
ish tint, strongly marked, i)ut iioro 
and there tlilliealt to catch nxt-rpt iin- 
dor favorable coiulitionri.

If tho 
moDU has no alinos[iliorc mid no water 
it may arise from the color of tho 
grouutj, but certainly cannot indicata 
veigetation.

THE PROPOSITIOJI TO "FARM OUT' 
THE FOEEST WEALTH OF 
ALASKA. 

The proposition of a joint-atook com- 
pany to piirchas.) tlio laiRo i^^l'i'"! i'^u'-e 
or Koli in Alasktv waLorsfor sbipbiuUhng 
purposes, is moeting with oppoaitiou. 
Tbo compiuiy proposo to bind themselvcB 
to build only ouo abip ia return for tbo 
f raucliiso thoy seek to obtain. Readers 
of thoao columna will remember that ire 
have called frequent attention to the groat 
value of the yellow and red cedar belt 
that fi-iages our North-west coast und ex- 
tends as far north as Yukon Kivor in 
Alaska. The soouro tlio Ahiskan Boclion 
of this belt for a mero song tbo company 
oro moving Congress. Tbo San Francis- 
co ' 7»oni./f, which is strongly opposed 
to the project, says; '.'Who can guess tbo 
gclieroua intention of tlioiT) bhud squat- 
tera upon Ibe island of Koro ? Wo turn 
to the glowing pages of our Congrtissionul 
licriird, and tboro, all blazing in the illu- 
niiuated chirography of the Honcjrablo 
William A. I'ipor, member of Congresi 
from C.ilifornia, WO find the following 
generous proi)Osal: "Give us this Island, 
iiml we will ge up tboro and build a 1200- 
toa ship, wliieli, wlieu enustrueted, wo 
will own ourselvod; give us lliese acres, 
with all their spl(Mul id primeval forestd 
of pine and fir iMid cedar -all tbo mmos of 
ooal and iron and precious motols — all 
the fisheries, bays, inUts and harbors 
and we will budd ourselves a ship." Wo 
eommoud this proposition to the delega- 
tion from Maine, and tisk Senator Blaine 
to give tbo n.atter liis very earnest consid- 
eration, tl' the (hiverumeut bus any 
timber lands m Maine, ]>orbans some 
Eastern shipbuilder coald bo inducoil to 
accept them and build himself a ship. 
Perhaps there ia enough live oak loft in 
Florida to get anotbor ship under con- 
struction. We only regret that wo are 
not in tlie wav of ship-building, or wo 
would olTer to" take I'uget Souml at ona 
dollar and a ipiartor an aero and build 
ourselves a pleasure yaoht. Anotbor con- 
sideration ought to have weight: These 
men never did build a ship or accomplish 
anything olso in the way of i>ublic enter- 
prise that we ever heard of, and if they 
wero encouraged to begin there is no tell- 
ing what good things thoy might accom- 
plish." 

THE OUTLOOK IN CALIFORNIA. 

Tiie outlook in C'alifnrnia is improving. 
The rains, though Into, insure at least a 
two-thirds crop. Simultaneously wllh 
tbo improved crop ])roHiiocts stocks bftTO 
risen at San Francisco and silver is ad- 
vanciug in London. The San Francisco 
Ncicdelter speaks as follows of the im- 
proved appearance of things: "Last week 
looked frowning upon a downcast com- 
munity. Crash in stocks— expectatious 
of a dry winter, with its attendance of 
scant crops— loss of cattle and eheeji— 
conseiiuently bard times. Rain, our ne- 
CGBsiiry element of prosperity, has set in, 
an.l, as if by magic, all i-i changed for the 
bolter. Wo will gather a crop, our cat- 
tle will not starve, and the bouyancj uf 
our spirit, engendered by these prospects, 
manifests itself in greater contldenco of 
tho future, and shows its first effects iu 
the improved tone of our stock market. 
Our linaucial outlook was never bettor; 
our monetary institutions »re overflowing 
witli coin; large call luani can bo eft'ectod 
at live per cent, ttgaiuit koikI collateraU; 
merchants are readily accomuiodated iu 
our banks at usual rales; good local so- 
suritiea are easily placed it high prices; 
hardly any fluctuations have taken placa. 
Wo only note a hardening tendency in 
dividend-paying strt-ot railroad shares. 
(Silver has risen to 58 pence in London, 
aud it seems that this price, or tboro- 
aboutt, will bo maintained. Trade dol- 
larscommand 1 to I premium. The 
same may bo naid of .Mexican dollars."
